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WARRIORS  TO  FACE  TOPNOTCH 

TEAMS  IN  '49  GRID  COMPETITION 

A  six-game  schedule  against  some  of  the  best  small  Pennsylvania 
college  elevens  and  one  of  the  top  state  teachers  college  teams  is  carded 
for  the  Lycoming  Warriors  this  season. 

Forty  men,  20  of  them  holdovers,  answered  Coach  Lee  Baer's  open- 
ing practise  whistle  on  September  6.  Baer's  hopes  for  avenging  last 
year's  winless  record  brightened  with  the- prospect  that  the  1948  All- 
State  Scholastic  Center,  Jerry  Englert,  of  Lock  Haven,  would  be  avail- 
able as  a  candidate  for  the  varsity. 

Twelve  lettermen  with  a  year  or  more  of  experience  under  their  belts 
are  the  men  on  whom  Baer  and  his  staff  will  rely  most  heavily.  They 
are  Guards  Edward  Pagan  and  John  Flexer,  of  Williamsport,  and  Harold 
Ader,  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.;  co-captain  Jim  Gore,  John  Maltby,  Larue 
Bush,  Bob  Manville,  of  Williamsport,  and  George  Bellak,  of  Johnstown, 
backs;  Harry  Walters  and  Don  Hamm,  of  Williamsport,  who  played 
end  last  year;  co-captain  Jim  Keller,  of  Williamsport,  and  Elmer  Peake, 
of  Wellsboro,  tackles. 

This  season  inaugurates  Lycoming's  second  year  of  four-year  college 
athletic  competition.  All  but  three  of  the  seven  contests  will  be  played 
on  the  college  field.  The  team  mets  Susquehanna  University  at  Selins- 
grove  on  October  8;  Wilkes  College  at  Wilkes  Barre  on  October  29, 
and  National  Agriculture  College  at  Doylestown  on  November  19. 
Baer  indicates  that  Bloomsburg  State  Teachers  will  undoubtedly  furnish 
the  Warriors'  toughest  competition.  Unofficial  champion  among  the 
state  teachers  colleges  last  year,  Huskies  Coach  Bob  Redman  expects  the 
majority  of  his  championship  team  to  report  this  Fall. 

Starting  time  for  the  home  games  is  2:30  p.m.,  T.  Sherman  Stan- 
ford, director  of  athletics,  announced.
